THEPOPEmSCRIPT 


Besolntlons Adopted Refaglag to Re- 
eofBlM His Right to Interfere 
In Irish Polities. 


Arrivât of Commander Rea» and the At- 
tention Pftid to Him by 
Comrsdes. 


I m d i a n a p o l i s , May 6 . — T h e comman- 
der-in-chief of the G. A. R., John P. 
Rea, accompanied by his wife and OoU 
Vanosdol, arrived from Madison yester- 
day, shortly before noon. 
Along the 
route from that city to the capital city 
the party was frequently greeted by 
crowds of Qrand Army men and other 
spectators who had heard of the coming 
of the national commander. He was es- 
corted to the New Denison on his ar- 
rival, where he spent a large part of the 
afternoon in greeting Indiana members 
of the order and other friends. 


In a conversation with a Journal re- 
porter, General Rea said tne Grand 
Army was prospérons everywhere. 
"I 
have been around a great deal since last 
faU," he continued, "and, so far as I 
know, the organisation could not be in 
a better condition. It is increasing 
steadily in numbers. That may seem 
strange to some, who thought that the 
order already embraced about all the 
surviving soldiers of the war, but the 
membership is being 
enlarged with 
great regularity." 


"What is the outlook in the matter of 
pension legislation?" 


"Weil, I hope the house will now pass 
the Grand Army pension bill, the senate 
having already passed favorably upon it.
